Our Edmonton Letter 


(By T. B- Windross) 

Edmonton, Mar. 2—The Al¬ 
berta Legislature opened the 3rd 
session of the Social Credit ad¬ 
ministration Thursday last week 
with th e customary pomp and 
circumsanee, His Honor Chief 
Justice Harvey officiating in the 
absence oi Lieutenant-Governor 
Primrose, who is still ill. 

The house passed loyal mess¬ 
ages to Their Majesties George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth, and nl- 
so passed a resolution paying 
tribute to the worth, and memory 
of the late Senator Patr.'ck 
Burns, of Calgary, who died 
early in the week. The reply to 
the speech from tlhe Throne wa 3 
moved by Dr. J. L. Robinson, of 
Medicine Hat and A.V. Bourcier, 
of Lac 6 te Anne. Six bills amend 
ing existing laws were given 
first reading Friday afternoon 
and tttee house adjourned until 
Monday- 

The speech from the throne 
forecasts important legislation 
for the consideration of the 
members, among the acts to lie 
brought down will be one to es¬ 
tablish a marketing board to 
stabilize prices on Alberta pro¬ 
ducts. An act to establish on 
export-import bureau will be 
introduced also which will be 
th e central or ke v stone in the 
new econmic system whe n it is 
put into operation. This bureau 
will bijjv t'lie farmers’ crop and 
produce at higher figures than 
the Winnipeg quotations, pay¬ 
ing for it in Alberta credit, and 
will sell th e wheat and products 
for export tor Canadian curren¬ 
cy at regular market prices. 
With the currency thus obtained 
th e bureau will purchase goods 
manufactured out of the prov¬ 
ince and sell them to the whole- 
solers who will j n turn pass 
them on to the consumers for 
Alberta credit. Price discounts 
will be set up amounting possib¬ 
ly to ten per cent on *11 retail 
goods bought with Alberta cre¬ 
dit i n order to stimulate circul¬ 
ation and prevent inflation. 

The credit house act now on 
the statutes will not need to lie 
amended as it fits in perfectly 
witih the rest of the new econ¬ 
omic plan it was lie ing said 
around Parliament Buildings. 
Some new laws 'to reduce the 
debt burden on the people will 
la; passed an it is possible the 
new act will include both mora¬ 
torium and principal reduction 
leautres.

The outstanding news fact of 
the week-end has bean the an¬ 
nouncement by Premier William 
Aberhart that he is about to 
ask for the expression ol the 
wishes of the people who elected 
him as to whether they want 
him to continue in the course 
he has been following of apply¬ 
ing constant pressure to bring 
the Social Credit system into 
operation. Sunda v h e announced 
at his Prophetic Bible Institute 
meeting and over the radio that 
hy was keeping his promise to 
tell the peeople if he had fuund 
it unable to pay dividends with¬ 
in eighteen months and ask if 
they wanted him to continue 
trying. 

He gave them until the first 
week in June to give an answer 
by means of resolution or letter, 
but stated that he would net lie 
guided by resolutions from op¬ 
position sources which had noth¬ 
ing to do with his premise or 
his (lectioi. He promised In 
would abide by the will of the 
jieople if they want him to re¬ 
sign But he made it clear that 
in his announcement he was r.ot 
resigning but expected he could 
establish Social Credit in Alber¬ 
ta if given the time and support 
and co-operation he needed. His 
appeal was entirely to the Soc¬ 
ial Credit groups in Alberla.

DEPTH OF FERTILIZER 
IN FIELD AND GARDEN 


The correct placement of fer 
tilizers is of primary importance 
to farmers. Experiments shov 
that fert lizars should lie placei 
at about the same depth o 
slightly below the feeding roots 
so as to iiermit the latter t< 
r.ach the plant food easiuy an; 
quickly. The best results witl 

firrain crops is obtaiiwd whoa 

the drill has a fertilizer attach 
ment which sows the fertilize 
directly with the gs<i:;i at tin 
same depth. The planter for po 
tatoes s hould be desijr ed t 
place til? fertilizer in a narrov 
band 2 to 4 inches away fron 
each s'de of the sets and on tin 
same level or slightly below the 
sets. 

For garden crops the fertil¬ 
izer shou'd be placed in a nar 
row band on each side and 2 tr 
4 inches awa v from the plants, 
or when the plants will come up 
in the now, and about the dept 1, 
of the feeding roots (wh'.cl 
means 2 to 3 inches)- Grair 
drills and potato planters with 
suitable tertilizer attachments 
for placing the fertilizer as de 
scribed above have been avail¬ 
able for a number of years, and 
there is now a hand implement 
cn the market for fertilizing 
garden crops in (lie approved 
“band way.”

niLUit. So there is nothing tre¬ 
mendously. fundamental in a 
nation of small towns where the 
newspaper Is the unquestionable 
n.eeccssitv l or a stable and sound 
and homogenous republic; a 
pressing, implacable force again¬ 
st ignorance and despotism. 

The geography of each of 
these small towns in its separ¬ 
ated influence as a community 
is defined almost to a mile by 
the distribution limits of the 
city’s daily newspaper. This is 
t he community’s newspaper. It 
differs in no whit from a metro¬ 
politan newspaper except per¬ 
haps in the number of columns 
devoted to news, syndicated mat¬ 
ters, editorial comment and com 
ic strips.’’

RADIUM production 

Radium is now being produc¬ 
ed in Canada on a regular pro¬ 
duction schedule. After years 1 
of research and chemical pro¬ 
duction the Eldorad 0 Refinery 
1 1 Port Hope, Ont. have so per¬ 
fected the:r extiaction methods 
t lat they are able to refine 
i n infinitisimal quantity. The 
story of Canada’s great contri¬ 
bution to the world is told by 
J. A. Cowan, writing i n the 
February issue of the C-I.L. 
Oval. Pitchblende radium-|)ear- 
ing ore, min d on th e fringe of 
Arctic CJrpl e at Eldorado 
Gold Mines on the shores of 
Great Bear Lake, is shipped in 
special bags 3,000 miles to the 
refill.ry where six tons of chem¬ 
icals nr e required to refine one 
to n of ore, from which it extr¬ 
acted but a few milligrams of 
radium salts. Previous to the 
discovery of radium in Canada’s 
great northwest the price of 
radium was $70,000 per gram. 
Canadian enterprise has now 
reduced this to around $30,000. 

Fresh rad um salts are sealed 
in a small glass tubs no thicker 
Jha n a match and are kept in 
r oles drilled into a safe made 
from solid lead. The rays from 
radium continue for nearly 
1,700 years and its most hum¬ 
anitarian use is in the treat¬ 
ment and c ure of cancer.
